There was 
much cheering for Hughes as he rode 
through. the throng standing in his. au- 
tomobile and waving his hat. There 
were also shouts for Wilson, but not 
enough to seriously mar the demonstra- 
tion.

The opportunity came at Columbus, 
lInd., where Mr. Hughes made his first 
speech of the day. «a mag who after- 
wards said he had come all the way 
from Louisville to ask the quéstions in- 
terrupted Mr. Hughes while he’ was 
talking’ about ‘‘false prosperity.” 

“As a personal admurer,” he shouted, 
‘‘may I ask a question?’ 

There was a shou. of disapproval from 
the audience, but Mr. Hughes quieted it. 

“Certainly. Go ahead,’’ he replied to 
the heckler. ‘‘ Let him alone!’’ he con- 
tinued, turning to those in the crowd 
who were for putting the man out. An 
officer started toward tie man, but Mr. 
Hughes called him back. 

“Otficer, let him ask the question,” 
he said. 

“In the event of your election,’ called 
out the heckler, ‘will you or will you 
not favor or oppose an embargo against 
the shipment of munitions from this 
country to Europe, or the passage of @ 
war resolution warning Americans not 
to travel on ships owned by nations at 
war?” 

Here ts a transcript of what Mr. 
Hughes said in reply: 

“I, Sir, am in favor of the mainte- 
nance of every right, including the right 
of travel and the right of shipment. It 
is very important at this time, when the 
great war is raging, that we should’ vin- 
dicate neutral rights and maintain the 
integrity of international law. To my 
mind -it is @ very thoughtless policy 
that would surrender any of these im- 
portant rights because of any sentimen- 
tal consideration, when we have the vast 
necessities of neutral commerce and the 
importance of the rights of neutrals to 
consider with respect to the future of 
the United States. 

“In all these waaeibe dislike very 
much to strain my voice in my earnest- 
ness, and must not do it—but in’ all 
these matters we are looking far to the 
future. We must consider our place as 
a great nation devoted to the interests 
of peace. When these crises arrive we 
are trustee, really guardians, of our fut- 
ure. We may ourselves, though Heaven 
forbid, be involved in difficulties, when 
these rights will be of. the utmost im- 
portance. 

Rights That Must Be Protected, 


** We should have the right to buy: We 
must maintain the right to buy. We

Merchant Submarine En- 
ters Connecticut Port 
in the Darkness, - 


THREE WEEKS ON THE WAY 


Is Received by Health Officials 
and Proceeds to the Dock Long 
Prepared for Submarine Line. 


CAPT. KOENIG IN COMMAND

He Says Passage Was Unevent- 
ful—-Boat Said to Bring 
Large Stock of Chemicals. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., “Wednesday, 
Nov. 1, 8 A. M.—The German mer- 
chant submarine Deutschiand arrived 
in the harbor here early this morning. 

The Deutschland was the firat mer- 
chant submarine to visit America. She 
arrived in Baltimore on July 9 last, 
end sailed on her return trip to Ger- 
many on Aug. 2. 

Captain Koenig said the Deutschland 
left Bremen on her present voyage Oct. 
10°and made the trip here without spe- 
cial incident. The entire crew comprises 
twenty-five men. . 

The Deutschland appeared in the outer 
harbor shortly’ after midnight and pro- 
ceeded to the dock of the Dastern 
Forwarding Company.

The submersible, under her own power, 
slid at 2:85 o’clock into a “* pocket.”” that 
had been prepared for her at the wharf. 
The craft's entry into the harbor was so 


|silent that only’ a few persons were 


aware that she was here. 

Captain Koenig said that. the boat or- 
iginally was: supposed to leave on Oct. 
1,. but she was injured. in.a collision 
and put Back to port, delaying her sail- 
ing ten days. The clearance papers 
were made out for ‘‘ Baltimore or any 
Atlantic -port."’ Until the last three 
days extremely rough water was en- 
countered, Captain Koenig said. 

Plans were made to transfer the crew 
to the steamer Willehad, where quarters 
have been in readiness for some time. 
All the men .were in excellent health, it 
J was said, and in high spirits over the 
successful termination of the second 
transatlantic venture. ; 

Soon after the craft was tied up a pon- 
toon, carrying a high fence, was swung 
into position between the dock and the 
Willehad. With the company ware- 
houges on one side, this combination suo- 
cessfully hides the submarine from view:

BRIDGEPORT, .Conn., Wednesday, 
Nov. 1.—James McGovern of this city, 
Collector. of the ports of Connecticut, 
received word early this morning that 
the German submarine Deutschland had 
docked at New London. He will leave 
for that city in the morning. 


The Deutschland reached Baltimore on 
her first trip on July 9, bringing a 
cargo of dyestuffs.. She made the cross- 
ing in sixteen days. She sailed from 
Baltimore on Aug. 2, submerged at ‘the 
Virginia Capes and made. the trip home 
in twenty-three days under the guidance 
of Captain Paul Koenig. 

Several days before she left Baltimore 
it was reported that a second undersea 
merchantman, the Bremen, was on its 
way to this country. Since three weeks 
after that date there have been scores 
of reports of the approach of another 
submersible _merchantman. A . week 
after the Deutschland sailed officials ot 
the North German Lioyd, which had 
acted as agents for the Deutschland at 
Baltimore, went to New London, Conn., 
and from that time until yesterday there 
had been ‘reports: that another subma- 
rine was coming to land at New London. 

When the.U-58 arrived at Newport 
several weeks ago. almost the first quee- 
tion asked by its officers’ was what had 
become of the Bremen. Recent reports 
from semi-official sources in Washing- 
ton “have said that the Bremen was

LONDON, Oct. 81.—Lord Beresford in 
, an interview with Tux NEW Yorr 
"Timms ‘ correspondent today replied to 
the criticism in’ American newspapers 
upon his comments on ine U-53 incident. 
The Admiral wanted it made clear that 
he was not disposed Uo crititise the 
American Government or suggest any- 
thing, it might do in the situation that 
is sone essentially for Washington to 
handlo in its own way. . 

“In what I have said about the U-53 
incident,’’ he said, ‘I made no criticism 
of the American navy, whose chivalry 
and courage are known the world over. 
Nor have I intended to criticise the 
Government at Washington. I have al- 
tuded to recent behavior of German sub- 
marines in American seas in the hope 
that some negotiations might be taken 
up between.the American and British 
Governments to avoid a repetition of 
the incident that. might cause a mis- 
understanding between the two great 
English-speaking nations. Such a mis- 
understanding would be lamentable. It 
would be a curious situation if German 
submarinés were to be allowed to sink 
ships in American seas while counting 
upon the American navy to pick up the 
survivors. There is, danger ahead in 
such policy of the Germang and it is 
to avoid that danger that I have 
spoken. ; 

“Great Britain and America, in my 
opinion, should do nothing that might 
interfere with the good relations exist- 
ing between them. What I wanted was 
to remove the slightest chance for a 
serious disagreement between the two 
countries on any point arising from Ger- 
man submarine methods. To that pur- 
pose I urge consideration by the two 
Governments of the whole situation. 
That would enable them to come to a 
definite understanding on any point that 
may be in controversy. 

** Although it may be held that from 
the standpoint of international law there 
may have been nothing illegal in the 
German attacks in American seas, still 
the Germans have brought about a situa- 
tion that has causéd us in England to 
believe that some changes must be made 
in German thods, some change by 
which they in their submarine piracy 
™}l not be allowed to take advantage 
of the chivalry of the American Navy. 


Whether the American Navy did or did 
not hear fn aevyeace that an attack was 
to be made by German submarines does 
not need to be considered. The point is, 
the Germans gave the appearance of 
utilizing the American Navy in savi 
the passengers and crews of torped 
vessels, the American Government hav- 
ing stipulated that no ara should be 
to joed unless the ngers and 
crews were assured an ‘opportun! for 
safe escape. Bscape in this incident was 
impossible, except for the chivalrous ac- 
tion and good seamanship of the Amer- 
ican men of war.

Mr. Ivins gave the eritire estate to his 
wife, Hmma Yard Ivins. He left noth- 
ing to his children, but they were the 
béneficiaties of life insyrance policies,

The Cuban Republic will today hold 
its fourth Presidential election, and 
there is reason to hope that the Con- 
servative candidate, Mario MENOCAL, 
will be.chosen to administer the af- 
fairs of his country for. another four 
years. He has served faithfully, he 
has overcome formidabié, obstacles. 


revenues, and his appointments have 
been as good as could be expected. It 
has been his complaint from the first 
that Cubans of high abilities generally 
shun political life and’ refuse, indeed, 
to take active part in political work. 
They are always stern critics of the 
administration, nevertheless, and often 
pessimistic as to the fate of the re- 
public. This trouble is not altogether 
peculiar to Cuba or any other single 
republic. It might almost be called 
characteristic of democracies. But 
while General. MgNocaL has not been 
quite as successful as might have been 
expected in inducing men of high qual- 
ity to share with him the burdens of 
Cuban govefnment, his ‘Cabinet has 
been both. efficient and loyal and Cuba 
has never been in a better condition in 
regard to its industries and its finances. 
The President ,has missed no chance 
to promote the welfare of the people, | 
and has especially been at pains to 
preserve the public health through his 
efficient sanitary officers. Cuba. is 
prosperous. ‘That the people will con- 
tinue to prosper with so wise an Exec- 
utive as MENOCAL is not to be doubted, 
and it is Hkely that in his second term 
he, would find the means to. carry out 
various reforms which have hitherto 
been blocked by. the Liberals In Con- 
gress, -MENocal’s opponent, 

Zaxvas, is an estimable gentleman, 
against whom personally there is noth- 
ing to be said.

FIREMEN. 4 

Upon the Mayor’s recommendation 
the Budget Committee of the Board of 
Estimate has approved the increase of 
pay. of first-grade policemen. and fire- 
men from $1,400 to $1,450 a year. En- 
gineers of steamers are to get $1,700 
instead of $1,600. The salaries of Po- 
lice Captains rise. from $2,750 to’ 
$3,120, of Police Inspectors from $3,500 
to $3,900, half the increase asked by 
Commissioner Woops. The pay of the 
Chief Inspector is to be $6,000 instead 
of $5,000, and that of the Borough In- 
spector of Brooklyn and Queens $4,200 
instead of $3,500. The larger salaries 
are very moderate in View of the serv- ; 
ices rendered, and there will be general 
regret that the policemen and firemen, 
whose ceurage, efficiency, . physical 
fitness, and admirable morale are Ap- 
preciated by the community, cannot 
be paid more under the unavoidable 
demands upon. the budget... Never have 
the two forces been so strong ih disci- 
pline, so loyal to their duties, so per- 
meated with a fine esprit de corps as 
they are today. They are the pride of 
New York City. 

The Budget Committee has also 
adopted the Mayor’s recommendation 
for the addition of 255 policemen to 
the force and the promotion of 43 pa- 
trolmey, to be Sergeants. The in- 
creased expenditure in the two depart- 
ments will be $795,100. It is one of 
the notable achievements of Mayor 
MITCHEL’s administration that by rigid 
and skillful economies in three years 


jumping prices, the budgets of the de- 
partments generally under the Mayor’s 
control pave been. reduced by $2,500. 

000. This represents a wise and rave 
policy, a real economy, of the Mayor.

The invention and development of 


words in the dictionaries. The word 
“automobile” itself arouse@ much 
hostility in the early days of self- 
moving cars, because, {t was an im- 
proper compound, because it was ob- 
viously an adjective rather than a 
noun, and because it_was not Eng- 
lish; but it ha’ survived all opposi- 
tion and is in the English dictionaries. 
So will “ aeroplane’’ survive, though 
it may never be properly pronounced 
as a word of four syllables, the 
dieresis having been omitted, first. by 
the printers, who always aim at sirh- 
plification, and later by common con- 
sent. But the Aero Club is giving its 
attention to needful revision of the 
nomenclature of aeronautics, and Mr. 
HENRY WoopnHouse directs attention 
to the report of the National Advisory 
Committee on Aeronautics, which 
contains 115 terms used in connection 
with air navigation. .Mr. WoopHousn 
himself has accumulated a collection 
of 2,509 terms relating to this sub- 
ject. 
What is aimed at is simplification. 
It is desirable that the accepted terms 
relating to what we call aviation 
should be such as express their mean- 
ing to the common mind. It is well 
at the beginning. not to leave the 
vocabulary entirely» to usage. Mr, 
WoopnHovusn obviously prefers aero- 
plane to the often suggested airplane. 
We have aerodrome, aerostatics, hy- 
droaeroplane. Air squadron might be 
as serviceable as aero squadron, but 
it is likely that in most.of the al- 
ready long established terms we shall 
stick to'the “aer” even if we pro- 
nounce it as a single syllable...

* foundation for the praises 
of her care for the material welfare of 
her working classes, but it is a mistake 
to assume, as so many do, that the 
methods by which truly remarkable ef- 
fects, industrial and governmental, have 
been attained in Germany 4re either 
unknown or unutilized in this country. 
As a matter of fact, they are all illus- 
trated daily in our Staté prisons of the 
older sort. 

There, as in the Fatherland, men are 
subjected in all the. activities of their 
lives to the supervision and control of a 
superior caste that has and exercises 
the power to decide just what the ob- 
jects of its benevolent solicitude shall 
and shall not do. They are told when to 
get up and when fo go to.bed.. Their food 
is. selected and pdrtioned out to them in 
accordance with their @ieeds as deter- 
mined by their masters, and their. labor 
is co-ordinatedand systematized in away 
that produces goods far more cheaply 
than. those made outside the prison 
walls. In brief, the prisoners are made 
to’ subordinate all individuality, .all pri- 
vate tastes and preferences, to the 
State. 

But in this country, curiously enough, 
people do not like this sort of guardian- 
ship, though they_must admit.that it pro- 
tects th from many dangers, relieves 
them of heavy responsibilities, and pre- 
vents them from doing no’end of foolisl 
and wicked things to which in their un- 
enlightenment they are lamentably in- 
clined.

He 
moved. while. still i emall boy to Old 
Sort Johnson, the former baronial home 
of Sir William Jobnson, at Aken, N. Y., 
and built before the French and Indian 
war by that famous colonist. While 
living there he attended the public 
achool-and academy at.Amsterdam. .
